brought out of Egypt with him, hav- 
ing been trained in all the wisdom of 
the Ancient Egyptians who were the 
offspring of the 4,000 Atlantean chil- 
dren left in Egypt before the great 
transmutation of the Atlanteans took 
place, previous to this Gemini Age. The 
serpent is known as the great beast of 
Concentration; he is more subtle than 
any beast of the field (Gen. 3).

‘I knew you must, 
because I called you so. But I knew I 
had to see you again before I died.’ 
I broke down then. I was sorely tried. 
No arms even to put around her! ‘Dear- 
est, stay with me for a little, only for a 
little while!’ I sobbed. 

She shook her head feebly. ‘It is no 
use, dear,’ she said, ‘I must go.’ ‘Pll 
come with you,’ I answered. ‘Pll not live 
without you.’ She shook her head again. 

“You must be brave, Fred. I shall 
be watching you afterwards just as 
much as if I still lived on earth. If only 
I could give you my arms! A poor, weak 
woman’s arms, but better than none, 
dear.” She died some weeks later. I 
spent all the time at her bedside. I 
hardly left her. Her arms were around 
me when she died. Shall I ever feel 
them around me again? I wonder! 
You see, they are mine now. 

“They came to me gradually. It was 
very strange at first to have arms and 
hands which one couldn’t see.

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Do Numbers Rule Our Lives?

Everyone is familiar with the lines 


“I am the master of my fate; 
I am the captain of my soul.” 


But how many of us know what our “fate” or destiny is; or what our “soul” is like? 
Before a captain can lead his troops, he must know how they are equipped; also what 
and where the point of objective is. Before you can become the master of either a 
person or a thing, you must know the quality and character of what you want to 
master. You must understand its nature, and work in harmony with its trends and 
characteristics, not against them. 


OME OCCUPATIONS “drive us 

crazy.” Some people “rub us the 
wrong way.” We “just can’t stand” cer- 
tain conditions and environments. Do 
you think these reactions are foolish? 
Has anyone ever said to you, “Don’t be 
so silly. You are old enough to control 
yourself.” Of course most people can 
control their behavior, but that does not 
mean that they have inward harmony; 
nor does it lead to true success. It 
seems very doubtful if any man ever at- 
tained real success in a line of work he 
“hated.” 

Some old pseudo philosopher once 
said, “If you can’t have what you like, 
then like what you have.” This makes 
a clever epigram and in minor details 
may be true; but in the deeper things of 
life the only real success lies in har- 
mony between one’s soul (or desire), its 
environment (or work) and its destiny 
(or fate). 

Do our numbers affect our destinies? 
Do our names really make any differ- 
ence in what we accomplish or what 
-happens to us? It seems as if by this 
time, July, 1988, enough facts had 
been brought forward to prove that 
numbers actually symbolize our traits; 
that numbers really do indicate our des- 
tiny. Do not misunderstand me and 
think I am saying that numbers con- 
trol our lives. They do not. But they 
have an indisputable influence which 
can be interpreted unerringly by those 
who understand. To put it more simply, 
certain numbers bring certain results, 
exactly as 2 plus 2 equals 4. But if 4 
is not the result you want, then the 
thing to do is to adjust the numbers 
till they do indicate the result you de- 
sire. The foregoing statements apply to 
names only. 


If an undesirable or unfortunate num- 
ber combination appears in the birth 
path, it cannot be changed, because you 
cannot, by so much as an hour, change 
the time of your birth. Yet, as I have 
often stated, there are no “bad” nor 
“unlucky” numbers in themselves—but 
there are “bad” and “unlucky” combina- 
tions, so the thing to do is to bring the 
name vibrations (which can be changed) 
into harmony with the birth date, and 
the result at once contains the germ of 
suecess because it does express har- 
mony. 

Another point to be considered is that 
every number has its good and its bad 
aspects—or more correctly, its higher 
and its lower vibrations,—just as every 
virtue if carried to extremes, becomes 
a vice. If a man carries thrift to ex- 


tremes, he becomes a miser; if he fails 
to be thrifty, he becomes a spendthrift. 
If he has the courage to take a chance 
in some new enterprise, he is consid- 
ered progressive; but if he lets this 
trait run away with him, he becomes a 
gambler and a speculator. Every num- 
ber has a hidden fire or potency which 
is good—as long as we control it. If 
we let this fire control us, we are burned 


until we can learn our lesson. Those’ 


who do not understand this hidden 
force, stumble along until something 
makes them realize their error; or, if 
they are never awakened from their 
ignorance, then I believe we might be 
justified in saying, “His numbers have 
controlled his destiny,” because unwit- 
tingly, he was functioning in inhar- 
mony, which results in evil—and did 
not know the way out. 

Some of the worst criminals in the 
world have the same numbers as some 
of the greatest men. How can it be 
otherwise, since there are only 9 digits 
and millions and millions of people? 
Yet remember the combinations of 
these 9 digits is practically infinite, 
and each combination, if harmonized 
and controlled is good; if it controls 
you, the result is more or less bad. 

Here is the story of two brothers 
which will illustrate how numbers in- 
fluence our lives. Just as numbers ex- 
plained the Lindbergh tragedy, so do 
numbers show the deep waters into 
which these youths have fallen. In pre- 
vious articles, I have repeated again 
and again that no numbers are un- 
lucky—only combinations are unfortu- 
nate, and here is an association of num- 
bers as unfortunate as it would be pos- 
sible to arrange if one were seeking 
for misfortune. Yet as always, I feel 
sure much of this misfortune could have 
been avoided; and I know the situation 
is not hopeless, if those involved really 
want to better it. The inner force and 
fire of their numbers burned them, be- 
cause they did not understand. 

Through all the centuries men have 
tried to explain misfortune, fate, des- 
tiny, or whatever you choose to call it. 
Some believe in Karma; some in pre- 
destination; some in original sin; some 
in The Devil, or a devil. When the 
truth is, that 

“Evil is but good misunderstood,” 
and if all persons and all things could 
really be understood, evil would vanish. 
Lack of understanding, ignorance, in- 
tolerance, and other “virtues gone 
wrong” causes evil. Numbers interpret 
conditions and hang’ out danger signals,

and thus give “eyes” to Destiny (or 
fate) which is so often called “blind.” 

To those who have been following my 
articles in the Occult Digest, these fol- 
lowing interpretations will be more con- 
vineing, because they have but to link 
up these numbers with the esoteric 
meanings as previously published. Two 
brothers, call them A and B, are in 
trouble. A, the older, was born Janu- 
ary 24, 1908, 1—_6—9=16=7. This 
number 16 is always a difficult number 
to manage, and always indicates obsta- 
cles and troubles that must be over- 
come. It does not bring a happy mes- 
sage and esoterically it means “a tower 
struck by lightning,” and its warning 
should always be heeded so that disas- 
ter may be avoided, or at least lessened. 
Kabalistically, 16 expresses catastrophe 
and calls for strength to overcome its 
threats. But A’s name only threw him 
into deeper trouble. Instead of having 
a strong, harmonious name that would 
help lift him up and give him power to 
conquer, his full total name (Destiny) 
is the weakest of all vibrations, that 
tricky number 2, which has no fight in 
it; that follows the path of least resist- 
ance; that is the tool of others; the vic- 
tim of other minds. “2” in its higher 
aspects is a lover of music and har- 
mony, but under no conditions is it a 
strong, virile number. How could this 
weak, passive 2 possibly control the

Tees “Serpent Knowledge” Moses 

brought out of Egypt with him, hav- 
ing been trained in all the wisdom of 
the Ancient Egyptians who were the 
offspring of the 4,000 Atlantean chil- 
dren left in Egypt before the great 
transmutation of the Atlanteans took 
place, previous to this Gemini Age. The 
serpent is known as the great beast of 
Concentration; he is more subtle than 
any beast of the field (Gen. 3). The ser- 
pent charms or draws to him much of 
his food. The great python has much 
drawing power. 

So we understand that in this age the 
sun was transiting the sign Gemini be- 
tween 6000 and 4000 B. C. the race 
would become highly intelligent through 
the development of mind power. This 
serpent people or the Totem descendants 
were traced through the female line and 
had Adam and Eve been the progenitors 
of the human race an account of them 
should have been traced in the female 
line, rather than in the male line. Or 
rather a Totem should have been men- 
tioned instead of a God. Since Adam 
was a race of people rather than an 
individual, the Lilliths, known as 
Adam’s first wife, whom tradition says 
Lillith was said to have been a snake- 
headed woman who became a demon and 
went about in the Air-Gemini Age, and 
that Lillith was snake-headed, indicates 
that they were connected with the ser- 
pent people. 

Now the serpent people were closely 
associated with the Adamites and just 
previous to Adam and Eve or the Evites, 
a people existed known as the Serpent 


Totem. After the overthrow of the 
Totemic-Pillars of Gemini Age system 
of worship, and the substitution of the 
male line of descent for the female line 
the origin of their belief was forgotten. 

This leads us to the beginning of 
Genesis where is brought in the Adam 
and Eve serpent and the apples of 
knowledge or date palm, the staple food 
which man then learned was very ex- 
hilarating; therefore the date palm be- 
came the Tree of Knowledge, because in 
the Animistie system of Gemini—the 
visions of savage man attained him his 
wisdom. 

TAURUS AGE—EARTH PERIOD 

This now brings us to 4004 B. C., the 
date of the first chapter of Genesis, 
where the long line of the male de- 
scendants (Gen. chapter 5) began to 
worship the Lord God as mentioned in 
Genesis, chapter 8)—the Lord God 
called unto Adam. 

We now come to a more clear concep- 
tion of the plan of the universe as out- 
lined through the great astrological 
wheel of destiny and just how our 
scriptures were written by the science 
of Numerology. 

Taurus Age Number 2 a Feminine 
Age, a cunning, shrewd, psychic, tact- 
ful, diplomatic Earth Age and the 
woman is first brought to the 
56-11 (20) 
front here along with the man or male 
part of man. This Age of Taurus, whose 
ruler is Venus, planet of Love, Art, 
Woman, Home, and Beauty, are like- 
wise attributes expressed in this great 
age as well as the development of the 
Earth, especially the surface of the 
Earth. The Taurus symbol is the ox. 
The opposite pole of Taurus, which is 
the outward manifestation, is Scorpio, 
the loins or sex manifesting the begin- 
ning of the great Iron Age of 6,480 
years’ duration, which period began 8999 
B. C. In Gen., chapter 3, is given much 
of the explanation of this wonderful 
Earth period, that of the conquering of 
the Earth. It explains how the Serpent 
of Gemini beguiled Eve and how the 
worship of God after this manner would 
die out, how the serpent (Wisdom) was 
to crawl on its belly in the dust, how 
the knowledge for that period would be 
given the people through the develop- 
ment of the Earth, how the Lord God 
would put enmity between them for the 
race was now to come under a different 
influence and the knowledge they would 
acquire would now focus through Tau- 
rus and Venus, Scorpio and dominant 
fiery Mars, and the things of the Earth. 

Unto the woman he said, “I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy 
conception.” 

God knew man would fall through the 
opposite pole Scorpio and dominant 


Mars, through sex. This influence would 
be too strong for the milder love quali- 
ties of Venus in the sign Taurus. The 
evidence is very conclusive here in the 
Bible, concerning the age of Taurus, 
4000 B.C., for it states God turned 
Adam and Eve out of the Garden of 
Eden to till the soil, and said, “Thorns ` 
and thistles shall it bring forth to 
thee. Thou shalt eat the herb of the 
field.” Taurus is known as the real 
estate sign, the surface of the Earth. 
He clothed them with skins, the soul 
was here clothed with a physical body, 
man’s descent into the Earth, for Earth 
experience. The soul of man must there- 
fore weave its garment from the experi- 
ence of the four elements of air, earth, 
fire, and water, the three trinities. 

We also find that Eve gave birth to 
CAIN 
8195-18(9) whose soul had now evolved 
through the elementary school of Earth 
experience. Nine is completeness, final- 
ity. A nine who has learned all lessons 
may not require to re-incarnate fur- 
ther, yet belongs to the elementary

school of evolvement. While 1253-11 
was a master, similar to JESUS-11. 

We find that Cain brought his offer- 
ing of the fruit of the ground, such as 
grain, but this was not accepted by the 
Lord as the true worship. While Abel, 
a more highly evolved soul and enlight- 
ened in astrology, brought the firstlings 
of his flock; the bullock, knowing full 
well that the bullock the symbol of 
Taurus Age was the proper symbol by 
which he was to approach the Lord God 
in worship. So he slew the bullock, 
built an altar and burned this flesh and 
blood, the life thereof, as a sacrifice 
unto God. This sacrifice the Lord ac- 
cepted as the true worship. In Gen., 
chapter 4, we read about the cattle and 
the artificer in brass and iron. We read 
in Gen., chapter 11, 2847 B. C., how 
they became one people, one language, 
they had arrived at one understanding 
of all things and as they journeyed 
from the East (east for wisdom), they 
decided to build them a city and a great 
tower whose top might reach into 
Heaven. They had conquered the Earth, 
for it says in another place there were 
giants in the earth in those days; they 
had built great earth works as well 
and there was also danger of their sep- 
arating from the Lord God and His 
Heaven. 

AGE OF ARIES 


Following the eleventh chapter of 
Genesis concerning the Earth period, 
we find Gen., chapter 12, starts off with 

GOD 
the call of ABRAM. 1764-17-(8) called 
ABRAM 
12914-17(8) and in seventeenth chap- 
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ter, 1 plus 7 are (8) he changed his 
name, adding the fifth letter of the 
Hebrew alphabet Hei as Abra-ha-m, 
using Vibration or Numerology and 
making the name measuring value 
ABRAHAM 


1291814-26(8), causing the name to 


DOLLAR 


vibrate to the 463319-26(8) and to 
PROSPERITY(8) also changing the 
name SARAI, putting the “H” in her 
name. This age of Aries was a Fire 
Age, whose ruler was Mars, and a head 
sign, symbol a ram, whose opposite 
pole is Libra. The ruler of Libra is 
Venus, the sign Libra the peacemaker, 
harmonizer, the scales or the balance. 
- Now Aries is the spiritual fire sign, or 
spiritual law giver and the key-word is 
“T AM.” 

After Abram and Sarai were re- 
named, they journeyed into Egypt for 
knowledge and after coming up out of 
Egypt some time later we read in Gen., 
chapter 14, Abraham’s battle with the 
four kings. You will read that he took 
818 trained servants. Why 318? The 
measuring value of 318 is 3 plus 1 plus 
8 is 12 and 12 is the number of domin- 
ion, or government, and Abram won. 
Twelve stands for power. 


Here Abram encountered also King 
Melchizedek of Salem and he gave 
tithes to Melchizedek, the priest of the 
Most High God. Here we get our first 
lesson on the law of the tithe, in this 
spiritual fire sign of Aries. Most of our 
Christianity or Churchanity have sadly 
neglected to observe this law of the 
tithe; if they would strictly enforce 
this tithing, to set aside one-tenth of 
all they possess, their churches would 
have plenty of funds to carry on all 
work, 


Here in the fifteenth chapter of Gene- 
sis the Lord comes to Abram in a vision 
and awakens his soul to the I AM con- 
sciousness within him; I AM, the key- 
word for Aries. This we see is dated 
B. C. 1918, the beginning of the Aries 
Age, when the solar sun by precession 
of the Equinox would be transiting 
Aries and influencing the race in its 
knowledge gathered through the key- 
word “I AM” and its symbol, the ram. 


The way the race was to worship God 
through Abraham and his seed is ex- 
plained very clearly to us in Ch. 22, a 
chapter with a master number a 22 
vibration, in which God tempted Abra- 
ham a master scion of God and Isaac 
his son. Abraham was to journey to 
Moriah, one of the hills of Jerusalem 
and offer his son Isaac for a burnt offer- 
ing. This was B.C. 1898. Abraham did 
as God directed and made Isaac ready 
for the sacrifice; but God provided the 
sacrifice, 13th verse “And Abraham lift- 
ed up his eyes.” Always it was lifted 
UP; Moses lifted UP the serpent— 
Christ on the Cross was lifted up; Abra- 
ham lifted up his eyes AND looked’ and 
behold behind him a RAM caught in a 
thicket by his horns; and Abraham went 
and took the RAM (the symbol for 
Aries) and offered him up for a burnt 
offering in the stead of his son. This 
sacrifice of lambs went on for nearly 
2,000 years. This firstborn, Aries the 
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lamb representing the head in the hu- 
man being, that which speaks and glori- 
fies God, is given in Exodus 11—when 
the firstborn of the Egyptians B.C. 1491 
should die; every household was to sac- 
rifice a lamb, one without blemish and a 
male of the first year “and they shall 
take of the blood and strike it upon the 
two sides and on the upper door post 
of the houses, wherein they shall eat it.” 


They were to roast it with fire, and 
eat the flesh and bitter herbs. This 
command was given to IS-RA-EL 
(Fiery Lamb of God) and that which 
remained was to be burned with fire 
(Exod. 11 and 12). 

All this was to be carried out in the 
age of Aries, under fiery Mars, that 
planet which rules iron and steel. 

In this Aries Age of iron and steel, 
we find Elisha a highly evolved prophet, 
who as given in second Kings 6th Ch. 
had so conquered this Iron Age that 
he caused iron to swim. Just previous 
to this Elisha had raised from the dead 
the Shunamite’s son. This was some 
900 years before Christ arrived on 
Earth. 

The chariot of fire, 1st Kings Ch. 2 
“Never-the-less if thou see me when ‘I 
am’ (key-word for Aries) taken from 
thee, it shall be so unto thee.” Verse 
11 tells how Elijah went up into Heaven 
in a chariot of fire by a whirlwind, how 
he had evolved to conquer the fire ele- 
ment of Aries and through the co- 
worker, Libra (air)—the whirlwind 
took him up. Since the co-worker of 
Aries is Libra in that age we find that 
money was first weighed out. Abram 
weighed out money, Libra being the 
balance and scales. 


In conclusion we find that the Taurus 
Age through its co-worker Scorpio had 
brought the fall of man through sex, 
and man fell by the wrong use of sex 
to great depths (read Gen. 19- about 
Lot and the Angels.) Through Aries 
Age following Taurus—through Abra- 
ham, and the spiritual fire sign of 
Aries, the race was to start on a 
spiritual redemption period. This 
brings us down to the Age of Pisces. 


AGE OF PISCES 


The age of Pisces was ushered in 
some 2,000 years ago, known as the 
Deep Water Age, whose planetary in- 
fluence was to be under mystical Nep- 
tune, expansive Jupiter and change- 
able Moon. Its opposite pole and co- 
worker is Virgo (see illustration) 
whose ruler is the planet Mercury, also 
changeable and whose key-word is “I 
Analyze.” The predominating key-word 
for the age of Pisces is “I Believe.” 
Thus starts the dispensation of the 
gospels of our Lord and Master Jesus 
Christ; or the animal LAMB 

8142-10 (1) of 
Aries manifesting in the human flesh, 
64-10 (I) generations after the male 
line of ADAM 
1414-10 (I) and forty-two gen- 
erations after Abraham. There are 
four distinct periods from Adam to 
Christ, viz., 22 generations from Adam 
to Abraham (22 represents a Master, 
Abram was one), three distinct four- 
teen-year periods from Abraham to 
Christ.

Talk about trying to get 
messages from Mars. Try and get 
some from your folks once; they are 
nearer to you. And think what such a 
knowledge and understanding would do 
to your life, You’d say, “Why I am 
going to meet Dad again.

It’s 
a long way to that meeting sometimes, 
but it’s an inevitable one. 


I had a son once, a boy who grad- 
uated from his high school with honors. 
I loved that boy and it was a severe 
test of my faith when he went. He 
knew about spirit return and he was 
proud because his mother was a 
medium. It is an honor to be a true 
medium. I hope you see it that way. 
It is an honor to be chosen and trained 
for your work by teachers from the 
other side. 

After my son died I mourned, as 
mothers do. It didn’t matter if he did 
live in spirit, I missed him so. I missed 
all the little intimacies of our daily 
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lives. I missed his coming in from 
school, throwing his books down, saying 
he was hungry, and when would we eat. 
We were all of us all broken up. 


And then one night (this was after 
my boy passed on), I was asleep;

read in the Bible was the history of a 
people and in its history is hidden a 
great truth which has nothing to do 
with GOD’S punishment in regard to 
us.

strong, destructive 16? In addition to 
this unfortunate combination A was 
born under the sign Aquarius, which in 
its less good aspects, carries an in- 
fluence of selfishness, deception, dishon- 
esty, lack of principle, indolence. Clear- 
ly “A” was an easy mark for the law- 
lessness and temptations of a big city. 
In addition to all this, the daily in- 
fluence of January 24, is: recklessness 
and wasted energies; a throwing away

stances she was not strong enough to 
control them and undoubtedly is reaping 
the misfortunes of an Aries woman— 
an unhappy domestic life, headaches 
and nervousness.
